Election/Restrictions

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I, II, III and IV are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if 
they are shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention I describes a 
method of developing a travel plan reservation with multiple travel components and 
given a plurality of parameters with pre-defined relationships. Invention II discloses a 
method of display for users of the inventions to choose from the plurality of parameters

multimedia presentations to describe goods or products for purchase. Invention IV 
describes a method for suppliers of goods and products to make their products 
available for electronic shopping.
